Failure of American Senate to 


‘Ratify the Defense-Agreement

he wished inserted-in the Peace Treaty, 
and also a memorandum in reply from 
M. “Clemenceau himself agreeing with 
Foch’s arguments and the necessity for 
the proposed measures. "THE NEW YORK 
Timbs correspondent learned some time 
‘| ago from niilitary sources that. Marshal 
Foch’s demands represented not only 
his: own opinion but the’ conscientious 
views of leading French war chiefs, and 
it also was said that the Marshal in- 
sisted on the importance of maintaining 
on the Rhine an American force consid- 
erably ‘larger than the seven or eight 
thousand men now staying there. ~ 

These clauses were not, however, in- 
cluded in the Peace Treaty owing to the 
objections raised in the Council of the 
Big Four, but the anxiety of Foch and 
Clemenceau was allayed by the Franco- 
Anglo-American guarantee treaty, which 
virtually was compensation for their 
absente. In public and before the French 
Peace Commission Clemenceau. has main- 
tained this viewpoint in reply to critic- 
isms that the Peace Treaty and League 
of Nations did not afford France suf- 
ficient protection. In fact, a guaranteed 
treaty has become the principal plank 
in his defense of his conduct of nego- 
tiations. 

The Premier’s opponents have been 
quick. to see the effect that. may be 
caused: in the country by American re-~ 
fusal to ratify the guarantee treaty, 
and it is stated that the Peace Commis- 
sion. has decided -to’ publish Marshal 
Foch’s letters and Clemenceau’s memo- 
randum also immediately. His’ support- 


ers on the commission vainly opposed 
this course; realizing as they did tha: 
should the :treaty fail to be ratified -in 
America the Premier would stand con- 
demned by_the highest expert of military 
opinion and out of his own mouth as well.

Investigator Urges Shipments’ of 
Food and Clothing to 
Rumania. 


Reports of the condtion of Jews in the 
Balkan countries, 2s made to the Amer- 
iean Jewish Relief Committee by its in- 
vestigators abroad were made public 
yesterday. They show ..that economic 
ruin, epidemics of typhus, tuberculosis, 
and other diseases have fallen to the 
lot of Balkafi Jews to an extent equal 
to that.suffered by their co-religionists 
in‘ other war-torn countries, but that 
political and religious repressive meas- 
ures haye been lacking. 

The ‘first detailed account of the sit- 
uation in Serbia in many months is from 
Dr. Isaac Alealay, Chief. Rabbi-of Serbia, 
with headquarters in Belgrade. Writing 
June 17, hé said Belgrade was still with- 
out regular communication with the 
provinces, because the railroads and 
bridges destroyed: by the Austrians have 
not been restored. 

“During the war,” he wrote, “Jews 
in Belgrade suffered proportionately 
more than the rest of the population. 
Most of their habitations were “exposed 
to gunfire throughout the fifteen months 
that the city was under bombardment. 
Almost all houses are destroyed. The 
Jewish population of the city, formerly 
8,000, now numbers no. more than 4,500. 
‘The number is being increased daily by 
returning refugees: Many men are still 
with the colors. 

“Economically, the Serbian Jews have 
suffered terribly. Because of the uncer- 
tain political situation, all regular. com- 
merce is “impossible, and it is difficult 
for Jewish citizens; to improve their con- 
dition. This nas deprived. Jewish insti- 


tutions of financial aid from the native 
population. Jewish schools are totally 
destroyed, and the children cannot be 
eaucated. 

“Such a situation is unfortunate, for 
the war has brought us new duties. The 
Jews of Old Serbia.took a very active 
part in the Balkan ‘wars: a@nd'.in “the 
world war: The years of fighting have 
deprived more than 400 families of their 
bread winners. These people have to be 
helped. ._We have also to e care of 
the invalids and orphans. It is neces- 
sary to build an orphan asylum, and 
means must be provided to rehabilitate 
those disabled by wounds... If American 
Jewish relief societies can continue the 
monthly help of. $5,000 until the end of 
1920 we feel that all the disabilities and

Yet, it is because of unusual 
conditions that some of the foremost 
buyers committed themselves earlier 
than usual, and that their quantity or- 
ders were fully up to normal. 

Fewer Low-Priced Models Taken. 

“Buyers of less expensive merchandise, 
things which wholesale from $28 to $110, 
have not bought as heavily as usual in 
dollars and cents. From what some of 
them have told me, and from other re- 
ports, I should say at a rough guess 
that many buyers of moderate-priced 
merchandise have. spent about 20 per’ 
cent. less money in the market than 
they did'a.year ago. They bought better 
merchandise, however, for where they 
used to begin at $20.or below that figure, 
this year they began at $28, with more 
orders placed on $37.50 and $45 mer- 
chandise than on the lower-priced gooda.

That ‘there is hardship heré is obvious. 
Where women outnumber men as largely 
as they. do in England, it is peculiarly 
unfortunate that any should be debarred, 
on ‘the ground’ of sex; from work they 
have’ learned to do well. The‘ suffragist 
.organs are. outspoken on the subject. 
-But a hardship-is not necessarily an in- 
justice. ‘Whatever may be the case with 
regard to the franchise, men ‘and women 
are not, in point of fact, equals in in- 
dustry, and will. probably never become 
so. A’ woman miay be’ supported, in 
whole or in ‘part, by father, husband, 
brother. A man may not be, More than 
that, it is the strongest need of his na- 
ture to be always providing for another 
~—who by some strange ‘fatality is~ in- 
variably. a woman. And before he is 
well used to. this charge he rubs his 
eyes to find that there are more mouths 
to feed, more backs‘ to clothe. 

That_also, if’ you will; is an inequity. 
But there sre no organs of. masculine 
protest. It is a strange animal, the male 
of ‘the ‘genus® homo. «He ‘shoulders his 
‘burden without a murmur, and the only 
thing that will rouse him to rage is, to 
deny ‘him: opportunity for his mad. al- 
truism.

The advance guard of the colored 
race which moved into white neighbor- 
hoods was the better class of negro 
families, who sought to escape the 
steady encroachment of the undesirable 
element of their own race. They had 
no desire to antagonize their white 
neighbors.’ Their relations had always 
been friendly. But they were between 
two fires, “Pressing always behind“ them 
was the influx of a lawless element of 
their own race. Few of the newcomers 
breught negro women with them, and 
some Chicago observers hold the ab- 
gence of home lifé among them partly 
accountable for the present trouble.

Harding had repre- 
gernted the Second Ward in Chicago for 
several years. He retired and per- 
mitted Oscar Dé Priest, a negro, to be 
elected... In return for this~favor the 
negroes: swept. the Mavoralty namina- 
tion’ into Thompson's iap. Thompson 
‘won the nomination by a. margin of a 
few hundred votes. 

De Priest becan.e one of the chief 
floor leaders in the City Council for the 
Thompson administration. His public 
career was cut short by ‘his indictment 
fm connectién with the alleged collection 
of tribute in the Black Belt, but he was 
later acquitted. Another negro  suc- 
ceeded him. Then the Second Ward ne- 
groes grew bolder, demanded both seats 
in the City Council, and got them. 

In his campaign for the nomination 
and election in 1915 Thompson catered 
to the negro voters. After his election 
he rewarded many of their leaders with 
jobs. ' 

So openly did the Thompson crowd 
treat with the negroes that somebody 
dubbed the City Hall ‘‘ Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin.”” One man caused handbills to 
be printed, setting forth .a .complete 
east of characters, which included May- 
or Thompson and other City Hall Jjob- 
holders, white and black: ‘It got a big 
Jaugh, which is Chicago’s usual .good-

Tid Off the Black Belt. 

Thompson had been Mayor only a 
ghort time when evidence was apparent 
that there was no lid so far as the 
Bieck Belt was concerned. From other 
sections of the city white men and wo- 
men of the old underworld, who had 
experienced. some’ long, lean years, 
flocked to the neighborhood. -White men 
bought saloons and cabarets, and pushed 
negroes to. the front.as their ostensible 
ewners.

AVE: you paused to reflect that 
the dollars you are spending 
nowadays are fifty-cent  dol- 
lars? 

Of course you know that your 
dollars only buy about 50 cents’ worth 
of shoes or T-bone steak, but probably 
you have thought vaguely that prices 
had gone up, and let it go at that. 
There has beef so much talk about the 
increased cost of living. and £go0 little 
about the decreased value of money that 
the facts have been obscured. The fact 
is that the dollar has been so diluted 
as to do only half. as much as it did, 
say, before the war. It is as though 
you had diluted an acid .with as great 
a volinie of water. It takes’ twice as 
much to do the work.

Bank Deposits Not Wealth.

Some of the Propagandists. 


Leading the American propaganda we 
must consider the National Association 
for the Protection of American Rights 
in Mexico, with offices at 347 Fifth Ave- 
nue, an organization about six months 
old and now prominently in the public 
eye through its connection with the 
Correll case. The National Association 
trought Mrs, John W. Correll and her 
son all the way from, Tampico, Mexico, 
to Washington, to testify in person to 
the murder of her husband and her own 
rapé at the hands of Mexican bandits. 
From a publicity viewpoint the matter 
was splendidly handled—almost too well 
handled: The National Association has 
perfectly logical grounds for its activ- 
ities, however, in its avowed purposes 
of protecting American rights. This is 
the first time a@ personal casé has oc- 
curred since its organization, and the 
association has, as the phrase -goes, 
** gone to the mat”’ to bring the matter 
to the attention of Washington, jus- as 
it has been bringing all sorts of finan- 
cial losses to Washington’s attention 
for its ‘members during the past six 
months. The facts inthe Correll case 
have not been distorted, but they have 
been présented, have been kept on the 
front pages of the newspapers for one 
solid week, and have been followed by a 
Congressional investigation and a néw 
embargo on arms bought for Mexico. 

Cc. H. Boynton, director of the Na- 
tional Association for the Protection of 
American Rights in Mexico, was former- 
ly of The Associated Press and latterly 
of the Russian Information Bureau, (be- 
fore the Russian revolution.) He holds 
(and I know that the men back of his 
organization state the same thing) that 
its only desire is the accurate presenta- 
tion of facts, and that the facts them- 
selves will plead more’ eloquently . than 
any . propaganda -or’ thé distortion of 
any single fact. The association has 
been issuing press matter in the usual 
mimeographed form, and gets out a 
semi-monthly bulletin of magazine size, 
with eight or more pages of recent in- 
formation about Mexico. 


Mexice Is the Matter. 


The attitude of the organization is 
decidedly anti-Carranza, but this, I am 
told, is not alone because of what Car- 
ranza may have done to the members, 
but for what he has not done, for the 
failure of government in Mexico is quite 
as serious as the offenses of the Gov- 
ernment, Mr. Boynton has stated his 
position as that “‘,what is the matter 
with Mexico is not Carranza or any 
other individual, but Mexico herself.”’ 
I doubt whether Any man who, knowing 
Mexico, looks upon her today, bankrupt 
and stripped of all but a handful of her 
able men of business or politics, will dis- 
agree with this idea. 

The National Association for the Pro- 
tection of American Rights in Mexico 
has over 1, individual members and 
well over 1 corporation members. 
Among the latter are included all the 
big interests, excepting those of mining, 
Carranza still holds pending the pro- 
visions of his new constitution relating 
to the ownership of mining properties. 
I have been assured personally, however, 
by the greatest mining interests in 
Mexico that they are in sympathy with 
the organization. 

The chief support of the National As- 
sociation comes, I am assured by the 
Carranza agents here, from the oil in- 
terests, whose own organization, the 
Mexican Oil Producers’ Association, an- 
tedates° the National Association by 
about a year. It was the oil organiza- 
tion which long ago arrived ‘at the de- 
cision that Carranza’s régime was in no 
sense either permanent or truly reflect- 
ing the sentiment of the Mexican peo- 
ple. As a result of this decision, and 
not because of any high moral sense, 
(the presence or absence of which would 
constitute no argument,) the oil men 
have not financed any anti-Carranza 
revolution, nor have they carried on any 
propaganda for intervention as such. 
They ,reached the decision long ago, I 
am assured, that the only thing wanted 
was that the American people shouid 
know not only what has happened to 
Americans in Mexico, but what has 
happened to Mexico herself. Last Tues- 
day I talked with Dr. Alfrédo Caturegli, 
the Mexican Financial Agent here, in 
his offices at 120 Broadway, and he 
was unable to give me even specific ac- 
cusations as to activi: of the oil men 
or the National tion in the mat-~ 
ter of intervention: In fact, his. idea 
seemed to be that the present’ : agitation 
about Mexico was probably Republican 
politica. 

Shut I dave ino. Galine $0 ‘gtve. the ot 
men an absolutely clear bill of health on 
the matter of propaganda. I believe my- 
self to be one of the few Americans who 
have lived long in Mexico who do not 
believe that intervention is the only cure 
—and the ofl men are all Americans who 
have lived long in Mexico. This prob- 
able conviction of theirs has had rather 
more influence on the employes of their 
two organizations who have not known 
Mexico than it-should justly have, and 
these employes have not. always limited 
themselves. in their- zeal. to. give their 
employers what they seemed to want. 
But I believe that the oil: men, as 2 
(and other American business 
men with them,) are perfectly willing to 
leave the issue to the American. people; 
if the facts are really understood. 
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or less sporadic efforts to get the facts 
they wanted known before the American 
public:. They have got out a mumber of 
handsome booklets. with documentary 
evidence; they. have talked at banquets 
and to mewspaper reporters; one of 
them, with a pen as trenchant in its ‘way 
as Tom Lawson’s, has: written innumer- 
able lively letters to the newspapers; 
they have now and then had a hand in 
various matter printed in books, maga- 
zines and newspapers. What their op- 
ponents call ‘* the text book of interven- 
tion,’’ the very interesting (and to me 
very sound,) *“ Mexico Under Carranza ”’ 
of Thomas B. Gibbon, was inspired, I 
am told, by-them, though published in- 
dependently by Doubleday, Page & Co.— 
proof enough, of its genuineness as a 
bona fide work. 

The oil people urgec some writers to 
go to Mexico—the material of one is 
being used by one of the newspaper 
syndicates; but this writer, I am sure, 
has never been asked even to discuss 
his .copy—the oil men depended on the 
facts to convince him. Another, who 
had been to Mexico on his own affairs, 
talked over an arrangement by which 
he was to devote his time to Mexican 
articles—most unprofitable writing, as 
no one was then interested—but the mat- 
ter fell through owing to the organiza- 
tion of the National Association, which 
has worked more directly. All this 
‘*smelis of oil,’’ as the Carranzistas 
point out, but it is interesting to note 
that since Washington's interest in 
Mexico opened the pages of the news- 
papers to Mexican material I have been 
unable to. find that any effort has been 
or is being made to color the material 
published. The National Association 
gives out statements and helps reporters 
dig out facts and history, which is. all 
most excellent and skilled ‘publicity, but 
is, perhaps, not propaganda. 

‘In talking to me, Dr. Caturegli, the 
Mexican financial agent, who also heads 
the ‘‘ Mexican Information Bureau,” 
made no. directcharges except against 
Edward L. DoHeny, head of the Mexican 
Petroleum Company, and Dr. William 
Gates, who f€stified “recently before 
the Congressional investigation. Re- 
garding the latter, no facts could be 
given, and as a result of thorough inves- 
tigation I am convinced that Dr. Gates, 
who is an archaeologist of standing, 
had no relationship with any American 
“‘interests’’ when he wrote his series 
of articles on ‘‘ The Four Governments 
of Mexico,”’ which appeared in The 
World’s Work from February to June, 
1919, and that the testimony he gave be- 
fore the Congressional committee was 
given solely in the interests of what he 
believed to be the truth after what is 
probably the most thorough study of 
Mexico under revolutionary conditions 
ever made by any one man, Mexican ‘or 
foreigner. 

Dr. -Caturegli’s accusation against Mr. 
Doheny is that he went to Europe last 
Winter to oppose any recognition of 
Carranza at the Peace Conferénce. Mr. 
Doheny,. who is the pioneer exploiter 
of the Mexican oil fields, (as well as 
those of California,) may or may not 
have gone to Europe to oppose Car- 
ranza. Since his recent return Under 
Secretary of State Frank L. Polk has 
issued a_ statement retracting the 
charges originally made that Mr.. Do- 
heny’s trip abroad was in any way 
connected with a desire to. influence 
our international policy. He undoubt- 
edly did talk with members of 
Peace Conférence, but our State Depart- 
ment now says he was without filterior 
motive. It is said by the Mexicans 
that Mr. Doheny has asserted that he 
‘* would give $10,000,000 to see Carranza 
ousted,’’ but _it is much surer that he 
never gmve anybody $10,000,000 for that 
purpose. The largest sum of .money he 
has spent in the mass is $100,000, which 
was expended in a vain attempt to get 
together the basic historical data’ on 
the background of Mexico’s troubles. 
The question which the scholars who 
worked on the Doheny Commission had 

nted to them was ‘‘ What Is the 
Matter with Mexico as a Self-Govern- 
ing Community?’ and the end in view 
was to find a way (perhaps patterned 
on Hampton Institute) for expending 
perhaps a hundred of the Doheny mill- 
fons on an educational system in Mexico 


nity leaders. It was not through any 
fault of Mr. Doheny that this survey 
failed. I give it as an indication of the 
kind of propaganda * in this man’s 
mind. 


Work of Mexican Exiles. 


The other possible propaganda system 
operating against Carranza in this coun- 
try is\that of the Mexican exiles. They, 
as I have stated, want a chance to do 
the curing of Mexico’s troubles by their 
own special remedies. They do not sup- 
port intervention, but they .do seek 
American opinion, because “they believe 
that only with the support of the. United 
States can any Government in Mexico 
be set up or endure. El Universal, an 
independent daily newspaper of Mexico 
City, published an article on the subjéct 
on May 20, 1919, dividing the propaganda 
in the United States into three classes, 
all political divisions. First is mentioned 
that of the Villistas, (followers of Fran- 
cisce Villa and General Felipe Angeles,) 
who have a “ Mexican General Alli- 
ance’’ in New York, with branches in 
other American cities, and a newspaper, 
La Patria, which appears daily In Span- 
ish in El Paso. The Felicistas, follow- 
ers of Felix Diaz and made up of most 
of the old Diaz group of “ reaction- 
aries’’ or “anti-revolutionists,” are said 
to have organizations in ‘this country 
*-with the ostensible object of uniting

‘Vasquistas, or followers of Emilio Vas- 
quez Gomez, are the remiains of the old 
Madero crowd who did not go over to 
Carranza or Villa. They have no large 
organization or newspaper, The most 
anti - Carranza movement 
‘among the Mexicans, however, is that 
headed by Francisco Leon de la Barra, 


‘former Ambassador to Washington, for 


three months Provisional President of 
Mexico, and leafler of the. Church party 
in Mexican politics. He is a’ man ‘of 
European culture, of considerable force, 
and.a genuine rallying point. He was in 
Paris during the Peace Conference and 
wielded far more influence, probably, 
than either Mr. Doheny or the Carranza 
delegate, Alberto Pani. In fact, E) Uni- 
versal predicted when Mr. Pani departed 
on his ill-starred mission that “ his first 
problem will be to overcome de la 
Barra’s influence,’ which, lacking the 
latter’s skill, standing, and calibre, Mr. 
Pani could not do, the paper thought. 


Pro-Carranza Propaganda. 


The pro-Carranza propaganda directed 
toward the American people is one of 
the most interesting. and skillful. bits 
of work ever done in+ this fascinating 
business. For three years it. has been 
working at highest efficiency in a field 
in which it was'all alone, for, owing to 
the exigencies of the war and the spe- 
cific request of the State Department to 
Washington corresponderits (and where 
necessary to editors) to ‘‘ leave Mexico 
alone,”’ little anti-Carranza information 
ever leaked out. The whole field was 
open, and even if anti-Carranza propa- 
ganda these last three years had been 
bought, most American newspapers 
would have avoided it. In other words, 
whatever has been done, however we 
may interpret the activities of the oil 
peonle and the National Association for 
the Protection ‘of American Rights in 
Mexico, the physical:fact remains that 
the most they can do is to oppose the 
Carranza propaganda and the grip 
which it has had‘on the American press 
and public. I, for one, can believe that 
they were sincere in saying that they 
wanted only that the truth be known. 

I need hardly say that during my 
official connection with our Government 


setting forth its undoubted charms, &c.

Moreover, if the 
treaty and the covenant be accepted 
and ratified i liately jially with 
a clear understanding, on the part of the 
democratic peoples, of the merely rudi- 
mentary or germinal character of these 
instruments—they can hence be changed 
and developed into a durable peace; and 
a Society of Nations may yet take the 
place of the League for Dominion which 
issues from. Paris. 


The presént peace is all that can be 
expected from the conference, consti- 
tuted as it is; and it is the best that can 
be expected from existing Governments. 
It is the Peace of Paris, for the moment, 
or no peace at all—perhaps for more 
than one generation. If we accept this 
peace, however provisiona!ly, we may 
at least hope that sanity will come ta a 
world which has been for a long time, 
even for many years before the war, 
without sanity or sense or true progress.

rible as the human plight is, black and 
deep and wide as is the abyss upon 
which we seem to be brinked, there is 
withal a ground of hope. beneath our feet 
that has never been there before; and, 


strangely and paradoxically enough, we 
may behold; if we have discerning eyes, 
braver immediate prospects than have 
hitherto been ours. 

For it is certain that the world will 








never go back to where it was before the _ 


war; the old order can never be restored; 
nothing less than a free, federate, and 
truly socialized world will henceforth 
content mankind, and upon this certainty 
we may internationally proceed. 


The future, however, depends upon 
this: will the democratic peoples, having 
provisionally accepted the Peace of 
Paris, then awake quickly and act col-_ 
lectively—act with clear and purposeful 
lieads, with clean and resolute souls? 
Will they see and resolve upon a course 
of reconstruction that cancels the peril 
of an international Bolshevist revolution 
and class diet::torship on the one side, 
and prevents a reversion to reactionary 
the other? -It is between these two 
perils, each menacing the world with 
unimaginable miseries and tyrannies, 
that democracy must now shape its 
course—the only course that leads to the 
world’s nobler remaking. 

And if now we clear-sightedly and 
courageously prepare and walk the 
democratic way, it may well be we shall 
be wondrously reinforced; it may be 
we shall indeed find that they who fight 
for us are more than they that be 
against us. We muy find that the mill- 
ions who sacrificially died are now 
valiantly with us in our struggle for the 
new world wherewith so many of them 
are envisioned. We may find that the 
war’s physical and moral devastation, 
that the hate and the hatefulness which 
seem to have permeated and degraded 
the world since the signing of the armi- 
stice, thaf the seeming universal break- 
down of truth and fidelity and all spirit- 
ual decency—that all these are but the 
harvest of a manifold ancient wicked- 
ness, now to be gathered and cast into 
the unquenchable fire. And it-may be, 
finally, that just as the war, which sv 
few foresaw or believed possible, was - 
the precipitation of history’s black pas- — 
sions and forces, so now a collective reso- 
lution and consecration of the denrocratic 
peoples may predicate a great and un-

- Twin Wonder Cities Will Tie in Population in 1932, British Journalist Believes, and 
Wall Street Will Beco

IVE years ago there were two 
world capitals, Paris, the artistic, . 
and London, the commercial and 
financial headquarters. Paris, de- 
. spite the stress of war, retains her an- 
cient place. There is none to dispute it. 
But London must look to: her Igurels. 
New York has grown to her stature. To- 
day New York js nearing London in pop- 
ulation; the two cities are running a 
neck-and-neck race for supremacy in 
world shipping; and New York has 
ousted London from her place as the 


North Sea, the gateway of the Thames,

Each capital has its own special 
problems. That of London is inherited © 
destitution, the existence of a large class 
bern in poverty, bred with the aid of 
charity, marrying on nothing, living in 
stums and with little hope, save in ex- 
ceptional cases, of emerging. The war 
has done more to galvanize the very poor 
of London into new life and give them 
new hope than have five hundred years 
of charity. The large areas of very poor: 
in London have for generations repelled 
the friendly stranger, appalled the sym- 
pathetic, overwhelmed the social re- 
former. If war has brought them bet- 
terment the war will in the end be Lon- 
don’s gain, not London’s loss. 

New York presents no such spectacle 
I have walked through miles of east side 
streets in the Summer of 1919, and have 
not yet seen a really ragged or hungry 
child.

EVELOPMENT of the American 


pendent largely, upon the utiliza- 
tion of two main sources of motive pow- 
er—that.represented by the tractor and 


various types of motor vehicle and that 


represented by the horse. Recent years 
have witnessed a remarkable develop- 
ment and improvement of the former, ac- 
companied by a tremendous increase in 
amount and use of that’ kind of power. 
But an even more interesting fact is 
that the horse has continued and is con- 
tinining as one of the essential factors 
in farming; that it is maintaining in the 
face of gasoline competition its long-time 
position as one of man’s greatest and 
most useful servants. 

The basis for that statement ix not 
sentiment, but fact. 

In continuing and even increasing his 
productive capacity to meet the present 
contingency the farmer’s problem is 
naturally to determine which of the 
available sources of power can give him 
the greatest and most economical aid, and 
then to make the most of it. Were he, 
in doing this, to follow the advice of one 
school of enthusiasts he would cast away 
everything but the farm. tractor, and 
with that make his way to inevitable 
suceess and the production of abundant 
food supplies for the multitude. Another 
group exhorts him with équal urgency to 
discard all iron steeds and stick to the 
good old, hay-fed, four-footed power 
plant—the horse. 

Probably, as usual, the safest course 
is a middle ground, suggested by the 
larger number of careful thinkers and 
observers, in which the two types of 
power. are combined so that each can be 
applied to the work or phases of the 
work for which it is best adapted. 
Granting this as a general principle, it 
still remains true that in a large part of 
the world’s farming the \orse is just as 
important, just as essential, as ever; 
that more horses are needed on the farms 
of this country as well as on those of 


Europe; that_aside from their mechani- 


cal value, heavy horses as a breeding

which more farmers can well afford to 
put their time, money, and ability. 
These statements need not be taken 
on faith. There are statistics and gen- 
erally known facts which support them. 
For example, were it true that the trac- 
tor and the auto truck were rapidly. tak- 
ing the place of the horse on our farms, 
we would expect to see a decline in the 
number of horses used and produced ap- 
proximately in proportion to the increase 
in the number of power vehicles. And, 
this cannot be found. Moreover, while 
there has been a gradual] decrease in the 
number of horses used in large cities, 
this is made up to a great extent of the 
reduction in the use of light horses—cab 
horses, private coaches, and light driving 
rigs—which has been very marked dur- 
ing the last tem or a dozen years; and 
that the decrease in heavy horses -has 
been relatively small.. Again, it stands 
to reason that horses are not produced 
unless there is a demand and a market 
for them. That they are being raised is 
clearly shown by the following figures:

This table shows a gradual increase in 
the number of horses on farms during 
the last seven years, despite the mar- 
velous improvement in motor vehicle re- 
finement and production. The increase 
has gone on notwithstanding the great 
increase in the number of farm tractors 
built for the express purpose of taking 
the place of the farm horse. And, in the 
third place, the numbers each year have 
been -sufficient to net only make up for 


export shipments without precedent in 
our history, but also show a net gain as 
well in nearly every case. The export 
data, it should be remembered, do not 
include the horses sent abroad as part of 
the American Expeditionary Forces, nor 
the several hundred thousand mules sent 


across for army use, which also repre-- 


sent part of the “horse power equip- 
ment ” of the country. 

As to the demand for horses, it is even 
more active than it may appear to the 
casual observer. In the larger cities, 
which we tend to think of as becoming 
“horseless,” the draft horse, especially 
in the larger sizes, is still an important 
factor. Through imterviews with horse 
dealers and transportation companies in 
New York and Chicago, an investigator 
recently learned that while automobile 
trucks are being used extensively, they 
are proving economical only, or at least 
mainly, for making long distance, quick 
hauls—the sort of work that results in 
trips averaging at least fifty miles a day. 
For short distance drayage and transfer 
work along docks, in railroad terminals, 
and amid congested, slow-moving traffic 
—in performing which a team makes 
perhaps ten miles a day all told—there 
seems no question that horses are 
economically essential. We find similar 
conditions among rural surroundings in 
the case of small farms in which the 
size of the fields, the short hauls, and the 
frequent changes from one type of work 
to another do not justify or permit the 
use of a tractor. 

As to the actual decrease in the num- 
ber of horses in cities, the New York 
City Department of Health stable census 
shows that there were in New York in 
November, 1914, 110,144 horses; in- 
March, 1917, there were 108,036, showing 
a decrease of less than 2 per cent. In 
March, 1919, there were 75,740, a further 
decreasé of about 20 per cent. But

ber of vehicles (which does not, of 
course, indicate the total number of 
horses employed) is smaller and -slower 
in the case of the larger types which re- 
quire the large, heavy animals of the true 
draft type. 

The demand for horses on the farms 
of the country is far more pronounced 
than in cities of any size. “ The demand 


. for draft horses on our farms,” said one 


authority in The Breéders’ Gazette, “is 
increasing at a phenomenal rate. Argu- 
ment to convince an intelligent farmer 
of the advantage of using heavy horses 
is no longer needed. He knows it. Farm 
sales reflect the situation. Roomy, draf- 
ty mares—grades—standing from 16 to 
16.2 hands and weighing 1,600 popnds or 
over will, if of reasonable age, command 
$500 to $600 per pair at almost any farm 
sale, and there are never enough of this 
sort to satisfy the clamorous demands 
of hard-headed farmers who want good 
teams.” 

From the farm standpoint the superi- 
ority of the horse to any other motive 
power rests in its greater flexibility and 
versatility. It is adapted to a greater 
variety of tasks, and it will also meet 
the requirements of any one of many 
kinds of work under a greater variety of 
conditions. Its “ horse sense,” its ability 
te grasp and respond to the wish of its 
driver, and even to solve certain prob- 
lems on its own account if need be, gives 
it a value that can never be attained by 
mechanical apparatus.

this leading case. -The operators have 
always professed willingness to allow 
their men to join a union or not to join. 
The shipping and steel employers now 
offer equality to unionists and non- 
unionists. The objection to recognition 
of. the United Mine Workers as a party 
to an anthracite contract was that the 
union represented the entire coal indus- 
try, including a portion competitive with 
anthracite; that part of the membership 
was too youthful to be representative or 
judicious in action, and that the union 
was violent and unlawful in the conduct 
of its demands.. On this point the award 
said that “the union’s history is stained 
with a record of riot and bloodshed, 
culminating in three murders, unpro- 
voked save by the fact that two of the 
victims were asserting their right to 
work, and another was performing his 
duty in attempting te preserve the peace. 
* * * In several instances the houses of 
such workmen were dynamited * * * 
and the lives of unoffending women. and 
children put in jeopardy. * * * The 
practices which -we are condemning 
would be outside the pale of civilized 
war * * * cruel_and cowardly are not 
terms too severe by. which to character- 
ize it.” And it continues: 

The right to remain at work where oth- 
ers have ceased to work, or to engage 
anew in work which others have aban- 
dened, ts part of the personal liberty of 
a citizen that can never be surrendered, 
am] every infringement thereof merits, 

~ and should receive, the stern denounce- 
ment of the law. 

The right thus.to work cannot be made 
to depend upon the -approval or disap- 
proval of the ,rsonal character and con- 
duct of thore who claim to exercise this 
right. If this were othemwizr. then those 
who remain at work rolwi! if they 


were 


in the majority, have both the right and 

power to prevent others, who choore tu 

cease to work, from so doing. This all 
seems tov plain for argument. Common 
sense and common law alike denounce the 
conduct of those who interfere with thi« 
fundametital right of the citizen. The 
assertion of the right seems trite and 
commonplace, out that land is blessed 
where the maxims of liberty are common- 
place. * * © 

No person shall be refurcd emplo; ment 
or in any way discriminated agzinst on 
account of membership or non-member- 
ship in any labor organization, and there 
shall be no discrimination against, or in- 

terferenve with, any employe who is not a 

member of any labor organization bys 

members of such organization. 

The principle underlying this opinion 
is good for all time, as well as for all 
strikes. No advantage gained by unions 
for nonunionists in that manner can be 
called humane, so great is the dispropor- 
tion between the numbers of unionists. 
Our strongest union, the Federation, 
numbers about 3,000,000 only. All union- 
ists are less than one-tenth of popula- 
tion, and so small a proportion of work- 
ers as to put unionists in the position of 
claiming power for the minority over the 
large majority. That is not Bolshevism, 
for American unionists are not promoting 
a “new social order,” like the British 
unionists, and the Socialists of all lands. 
Neither do the unionists admit a policy 
of “ domination or downfall,” or destruc- 
tion of industry for their benefit. Union- 
ists demanding privileges for unions 
claim to think that their policy is better 
for all, including their opponents. They 
are entitled to their opinion, and to press 


it by all fair means.

The Boston strike resembles many 
others in being a strike against the 
communi!. welfare rather than duress 
upon employers. This brings out the need 
of the people rather than of property or 


capitalists for protection. The Boston~ 


road is leased to the State under a con- 
tract which makes wages a matter of in- 
difference to the owners and operators. 
The $4,000,000 wage increase has caused 
an increase of fares, which are paid by 
the riders. In this city the administra- 
tion is opposing a fare increase, although 
wage increases have caused receiverships 
and deterioration of service. Testimony 
at Washington is to the effect that stop- 
page of service is to be feared. That 
would be a disaster to the community, 
submerging the gains to the strikers by 
duress upon the community. The strike 
of the Chicago firemen during the middle 
of the month was defiance of community 
welfare for gain by a comparative hand- 
ful of men. The strike of the hands of 
the ferry operated by New York City 
was short, but it was made in a manner 
as distressing as possible, and nothing 
short of mutiny in an army. 

There is no end to the list of such 
strikes. The argument is not that fair 
wages should not be paid. They must 
be paid if the properties are to be oper- 
ated. But there is no presumption that 
wages enforced. in such manners are 
fair; rather the contrary. The only 
manner in which it can be known what 
wages ought to be paid is that they 
should be enough to attract ‘men to the 
work, The argument is parallel to the 
demonstration that underpayment of 
capital has driven it in other directions,

dollars, have a clear right to seek what 
pays them best. But when workers are 
driven away from work with weapons 
there is a demonstration that strikers 
are selling their labor above a fair 
market. 


Unions presented at Versailles a decla- 
ration that it is contrary to humanity 
to quote labor like a commodity in the 
market.- The conference modifiei the 
declaration of the principle to read that 
“labor is not merely a commodity,” i. e., 
that it is a commodity and something 
more. That is an often-expressed decla- 
ration by our Supreme Court, and is one 
of the reasons why unions prefer their 
own laws about wages to the enacted 
statutes, which regard unionists and citi- 
zens with equal favor, and without privi- 
leges to either over the other. 

“United we stand, divided we fall.” 
The injury of one citizen is the concern” 
of all citizens. Unions and strikers are 
not so similar that it is not necessary to 
distinguish between the good and the 
bad, as good and bud trusts are dis- 
tinguished under the law which inciudes 
all trusts of both labor and capital. 
When “recognition” mean: duntination 
by duress it is harmful alike tu capital, 
labor, and the public. The public needs 
protection against the errors of both 
the others. Labor claim: to excuse its 
errors because some capital errs. Neither 
capital nor labor can condone wrongful 
policies by like acts by the other. Cap- 
ital has been brought under the law, but 
so long as labor defends its faults it will 
forfeit sympathy which might be com- 
manded by confessién”-and repentance. 
There is more tyranny inside some 
unions, and practiced by some unions 
against the public, than is practiced 
against them by nonunionists and Gov- 
ernment together. 
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Betting on Horse Races, Then and Now 


Following the Sport in New York Is Difficult, and the Odds Are Shorter Than in Old Days, 
but the System Is Little Changed—Advantages of Pari-Mutuel Method

ETTING on horse races is forbid- 
den. In Kentucky and Mary- 
land one may back one’s choice 
by the pari-mutuel route, but not 

so in any other State. Elsewhere the 
sport of kings and the king of sports 
has been legislated out of existence. 

That is-to say, it has been legisinted 
theoretically out of existence.. Actually 
it has only ‘been hanilicapped, to use a 
racecourse term. Actually the only con- 
sequence of prohibitive laws has been 
much the same as the prohibitive law 
against beer: it has resulted in a poorer 
product. 

Betting at Jamaica, when the races 
were in progress there, and at the 
Empire. City track later, has not been 
so different in method from the days of 
twenty-five years ago in New York, 
when betting was im its heyday. Pre- 
sumably it will be so at Saratoga. The 
chief difference is that the better makes 
his own slip, the bookmaker declining to 
take the chance of recording a wager. 
Further, the present system requires a 

‘sublime credulity and an implicit faith 
in human nature. 

In the old days the bettor did not 
make the slip, but neither did he receive 
any record of the wager. The book- 
maker, who sat on a high stool, and held 
a slate on which were written the names 
bf all the entries and the odds he offered 

, against them for each position, entered 
in ink on a p:ui in front of him the badge 
number of the bettor, the amount of 
the wager and the odds. 

Let us suppose that a man nowadays, 
a@ man not identified with racing, nor a 
follower of the “ ponies,” and therefore 
not acquainted with the sub rosa book- 
makers hereabouts, fares forth to one of 
the tracks around New York with the 
intention of backing his judgment or his 
luck. In the betting shed he sees groups 
of men standing about the posts. They 
look like idlers. They have no slates, no 
pads, none of the paraphernalia of gam- 
bling. But if he approaches one of these 
men and offers to confide to his care 
a bank roll of $50 or $100, more or 
less, it will be accepteil with alacrity. 
The stranger has opened an account. He 
is now in a way to het all or any part. 
provided it is $2 or mure, on the horse 
of his choice. In return for his money 
he receives some blank slips of paper. 

No bets will be accepted in the betting 
shed. The law is specific and extremely 
verbose about accepting wagers in 2 
stated place, and the “ bookies ” interpret 
that liberally to mean under cover any- 
where. The bet must he placed in the 
open. 

When accepting the bank roll, the book- 
maker indicates a spot where he or one 
of the men idling with him cun be found 
later. Just before the race begins the 
stranger finds one or more of the group 
at the appointed spot, and himxclf writes 
a slip, which he confides to the layer of 
odds. 

If the bet is large enough to he of con- 
sequence, if the bettor winx, and is a 
stranger, he must wait in mot cases un- 
til the next day to collect. He must then 
journey again to the track, find the man 
to whom he gave his slip, und ask for 
his money. As a rule, this patience and 
perseverance is rewarded. He collects. 

But the consequence of this unde?- 
handed method of playing the races is 
that the man whe plays gets much worse 
odds. The odds are, in the slang of the 
track, “ greedy.” They are “short.” 

The reason is not altogether to’ the 
bookmaker’s discredit. In an elder day, 
when the whole field of.starters was 
chalked on a slate or blackboard, and the 
bettor could see the odds against all the 
-horses, the chances were that all the en- 
tries would get a play. Nowadays, when 
the word goes through the paderk or the 


lawn that certain horses are being backed 
practically all the betting concentrates on 
them. In a race with a dozen starters, 
for instance, not more than half a dozen 
will receive any play; only half will be 
backed to win or get. the “place” or 
“ show,” and the consequence is that the

five to one, and the odds are posted on a 
bulletin board in front of the grand- 
stand. : 

The pari-mutdel system is the joy of 
the race fan. It pays by far the best 
odds, and manipulation is eliminated. 
There is no bookmaker to demand the 
lion’s share of the money, however the 
race may go. All the money paid in, 


except for the racing association’s ex-. 


penses, goes to the winners. It is the 
system in effect at Churchill Downs and 
Latonia in Kentucky, at Pimlico and 
Havre de Grace in Maryland.

Which Shall Remake Peace, Germany or Democracy? 


( Continued from Page 1 ) 
precedented precipitation of universal 
good-will and spiritual power. 

IIL. 

If the peoples who hold the democratic 
hope fail in this their-hour of trial, if 
they fail to charge themselves with the 
radical remaking of the Peace of Paris, 
then Germany will make the new peace, 
and, after a time of chacs, eventually 
reorganize Europe. Her pattern is a!- 
ready prepared, and the weaving thereof 
will soon be proceeding. 

She will not proceed in the open and 
directly. Her plans for procuring the 
new peace will be of the precise moral 
erder of her preparations fer war be- 
fore August. 1914. 

She- will subsidize and intensively cul- 
tivate now, as she has hitherto subsi- 
dized and cultivated, every subversive or 
disintegrating. movement throughout Eu- 
rope, Asia, and Africa—and in America 
also. The Bolshevism which she fos- 
tered in Russia, and which keeps for 
Germany her Eastern gates, will be se- 
cretly spread abroad by her agencies. 
China, Afghanistan and India are ex- 
amples of Bolshevist propaganda—re- 
sourced by Germany—which may per- 
meate and persuade the entire Moham- 
medan world. Her policy now, as be- 
fore, will be to ruin the wor'd in order 
to remake it according to the German 
pattern, to exploit and rule it according 
to the German mind. 

This is in Germany's program, whether 
the peace be signed or not. But if 
America refuse to confirm the peace. 
thus practically nullifying the total work 
of the Paris Conference, then the Ger- 
man program will have the free course it 
éould not have if the peace, imperfect as 
it is, were provisionally established. 

IV. 

But the chief agency which Germany 
will use for yet procuring a peace ac- 
cording to her liking is the y oeticial So- 
cialist Movement. 

In each of the allied countries, as well 
as in the Central Empires and in Russia, 
‘ the majority of the Socialist parties con- 
tinually sought, during the war, a peace 
measurably favorable to Germany. These 
parties were at once the refuge of the 
pacifist element in all nations and the 
focal places of German intrigue. In Ger- 
many itself, the Kaiser and the Govern- 
ment had no more consistent and faith- 
ful supporters than the Social-Democratic 
Party; without the support of this party 
Germany could not have begun or con- 
tinued the war. In France, Socialist lead- 
ers like Jean Longuet and Marcel Cachin 
worked for a negotiated peace from the 
war’s beginning; they also worked for 
the restoration of the old International— 
which was international only in name 
and altogether German in fact. In Italy, 
only in times of serious national crisis 
did the Socialist leaders render a nominal 
support to the prosecution of the war. 
In England the Independent Labor Party, 
officially in the ascendant and chiefly 
pacifist, plotted for a peace of com- 
promise. The American Socialist Party 
was honestly and frankly pro-German. 

Thus the rare leaders who were pos- 
sessed of real stat hip—such as 
the truly great Hyndman of England and 
Vandervelde of Belgium—were forced to 
stand forth against International Social- 
ism in which they themselves had played 
so great a part. In America such men as 
Walling and Spargo, Bohn and Stokes, 
as well as the humble writer of these 
words, were compelled to withdraw from 

Vv. 

The German dominance is understand- 
, able enough. It was from Germany that 
political socialism came. From Germany 
came the great dogmatists of material- 
ism, Marx and Engels; and they came 
so Prussianly as to impose themselves 
upon all political and labor movements 
making for radical and revolutionary 
change. 

Socialism was not born in Germany, it 





is true, but in France, fathered by Saint- 
Simon and Fourier, and with much of 
Christianity. But the French movement 


‘was first discredited and then seized 


upon by the German dogmatists; and, 
like every movement that has gone to 
Berlin, it underwent the Prussian de- 
basement and took on the Prussian im- 
age. Hence International Socialism, so 
far as its official or recognized parties 
count, so far as its Marxian basis ‘is 
concerned, has ever been Prussian in its 
mentality; and it has ever proceeded 
upon a program essentially an ampli- 
fication of the Hegelian or Prussian 
state. , Its claim to be socialist, its claim 
to be democratic, has been sheerest self- 
deception and a stupendous imposture 
upon international labor and radicalism.

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Bismarck himself, even in his time,

beginning of the war, the German Gov- 
ernment has been able to use Socialist 


parties, in all the allied nations except _ 


Belgium, for the propaganda of German- 
ism. This is denied, of course, by the 
official leaders; but it is no less true—no 
less true that the negotiated peace 
which Socialist leaders either secretly or 
openly worked for has been a peace ac- 
ceptable to Germany. And today all 
thexe parties are preparing for the re- 


making of a peace according to the Ger- 
man desire. 
VL. 

The Peace of Paris will have to be re- 
made—this I have already declared— 
but it is of supreme importance té the 
human future that it shall be made by 
democracy and not by existing Interna- 
tional .Socialism—the socialism which 
has proved itself faithless and incompe- 














MacDonald of England. 
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tent in both war and peace, and whose 
Marxian program, notwithstanding its 
revolutionary jargon, is patterned pre- 
cisely upon the capitalist politic and the 
Prussian state. 

Yet it is just this peril which is com- 
ing upon the world apace—the peril of 
a German peace procured, in the course 
of two or three years, through Interva- 
tional Socialist agencies. 

No other than a German peace can 
come out of the Socialist parties of the 
present. The Socialists of today believe 
in Germany; in German economic and 
political doctrine; in the efficiency of 
the German state; in the general superi- 
ority of the German Socialist mind and 
leadership. Thus any peace made by 
International Socialists. as their parties 


are now constituted, will be the handi- 
work of German believers—of men such 
as Troelstra of Holland, of Longuet and 
Cachin of France, of Henderson and 
MacDonald of England. Any peace made 
by these leaders will be, no matter what 
they say to the contrary, a German 
peace. It wi'l professedly be a peace 
made upon the basis of international jus- 
tice and good-will—and if it were such a. 
peace in fact, then we could work for 
its coming and welcome its appearance. 
But it will be nothing of the kind; it 
will be a peace inspired and formed by 
the German mind—a peace formed unto 
the German conception of international 
justice and good-will; a peace made in- 
Germany as well as for Germany. For 
just as the fetish and superstition of 
German authority and superiority is over 
international Socialism, so a conception 
of the inferiority and incapacity of all 
other nations is regnant in the minds of 
its German high priests. And this Ger- 
manized socialism, this Germanized in- 
ternationaliam, is Germany’s first-chosen 
agency for still winning the war—if she 
has not already won it through the de- 
linquent Peace of Paris. 

No, the peace must not be remade by 
the International Socialism of today— 


ocialism itself must be remade ere it 


can be trusted by the peoples. As cer- 
tainly as the bankruptcy of sheer cap- 
italism has been demonstrated by the 
war and the Paris Conference, so cer- 
tainly has the intellectual incapacity and 
moral infidelity of existing International 
Socialism been demonstrated; the polit- 
ical and spiritual incompetence of its ma- 
terialist philosophy and tactic are mani- 
Teldly manifext. Not unto such forces ax 
these can the democratic hope and the 
Vit. 

Another important if not equally pow- 
erful agency for yet procuring a German 
peace is Germany's organized economic 
penetration. This was incredibly univer- 
sal before the war; it continued during 
the war; it proceeds now. 

What we of the allied nations so fa- 
tally fail to realize is the fact that Ger- 
many is prepared to cope with even the 
most disastrous defeat, and with the 
most drastic peace based upon that de- 
feat. She has long ago prepared for 
defeat—she is today preparing for de- 
feat—as thoroughly as she was previ- 
ously prepared for war. The machinery 
of her industry is unharmed, ready for 
operation the moment peace is signed. 
Her power for quick industrial recupera- 
tion is immeasurably greater than she 
has led us.to believe or than we have 
foreseen. The gates of the East will be 
open to her, no matter what happens in 
Russia. Her commercial agents, who are 
always diplomatic agents also, are today 
active in Warsaw, in Moscow, in Te- 
heran, in Kabul, in Peking; nor are they 
absent from France and Italy, from 
€ngland and America. Along the cross- 
ways of Switzerland commercial inter- 
course. between Germany and_ allied 
countries has been proceeding since the 
signing of the armistice. Great capital- 
ist interests of the allied countries, as 
well as of Spain and Holland and Switz- 
erland, though listed in other than Ger- 
man names, are really German property. 
German efficiency in this field of eco- 
nomic penetration and exploitation 
coupled with intrigue in the domestic 
affairs of all nations, is heyond anything 
within the range of our Anglo-Saxon 
perspicacity or practice. It is a fact we 
have ignored, but a fact we shall have 
to face and to challenge. It is a fact 
that may, if evaded and unchallenzed, 
oceultly transmute the allied victory into 
a German domination of Europe, Axia, 
and Africa. Germany counts upon this 
efficiency for the accomplishment of just 
this end. 

Vill. 

But we shall meet none of the ways 
or weapons of this new German menace 
by mere proclamation or suppression. 
The German commercial efficiency can 
be dealt with only by a more highly 











energized efficiency of our own. The 
peril that inheres in the German mind 
of International Socialism cannot be met 
by the attempted suppression of Social- 
ist movements or leaders. It can only 
be met by openly and tolerantly debat- 
ing, with both these and other leaders 


and movements, the whole international 
future. 
In fine, the new and greater German 


and resolute through all the nations that 

have been with Germany at war, co- 

operating with the incipient German 

democracy so highly championed by such

IX. 

So often, in the course of the war, 
and with little effect I fear, I tried to 
explain that the war would only begin 
when the war ended.

W has come the time of reckon- 
N ing. For more than four years 
the world stood aghast at the 
exploitation of the Junker phi- 
losophies and felt itself impotent to pre- 
vent them. Then the world arose in an 
outburst of righteous wrath and. cast 
down the brutes who had trampled upon 
right and justice in their attempt to 
enforce the discarded doctrine that right 
and might are interchangeable. Today 
they are preparing the world’s court of 

justice which is to try the criminals. 
The Kaiser, commander in chief of 
those who killed and deported, is to be 
the first to be brought to the bar. Luden- 
dorf, Hindenburg, Mackensen, and a host 
of minor leaders—not to mention the 
Crown Prince—are on the list. Those 
who declared that the world could not 
endure if the crimes of these men were 
not fittingly punished see themselves 
about to be vindicated. The blood of the 
innocent is to be avenged. The brutality 
and the arrogance of the Junkers are 
about to be rebuked. If ever the world 
had cause to rejoice over the triumph of 
justice, it is now. And the fruits thereof 
are not alone for the present. In the far 

future Junkers will note and ponder. 
Yet, if we are frank with ourselves, 
we must admit that the world is making 


a wry face. London, selected for the trial — 


of the Kaiser, is far from happy. over 
that fact. Voices of dissent—many of 
them too consequential to be ignored— 
are loud and persistent. In Parliament 
itself they are making themselves heard. 
So, too, in other countries which cannot 
be accused of pro-German sympathies— 
even in these United States, where the 
Kaiser and his fellow Junkers have cer- 


tainly not been popular. Is it to be sup- 
posed that. Americans or Englishmen 
object te punishing those whom they 
know to be responsible for the crimes of 
Belgium and Northern France or the 
countless murders, of the-U-boats? Or 
that they do not realize the necessity of 
making examples which shall be warn- 
ings to would-be Junkers for generations 
to come? There are other reasons, of 
course, which inspire the opposition. 
Just before the armistice I met an 
American Colonel who re’ated the fol- 
lowing: He had made a practice of try- 
ing to get at the thoughts and fee!'ings 
of his men and had been particularly in- 
terested to know how they regarded 
American participation in the war. So, 
whenever the opportunity to get beneath 
the doughboy’s crust seemed: favorable 
he would ask this question: “Son, why 
are you in this war?” And Son would 
reply variously, according to his se!f- 
possession under the eyes of his com- 
mander, his ability to think independent- 
ly and his wish to be frank. Some said, 
“To save the world for democracy.” 
These the Colonel dismissed with an in- 
dulgent smile and asked them no more 
questions. Some said, “To lick the 
Huns,” and these the Colonel remem- 
bered. But the boys who had wound 
themselves around the tendrils of his 
heart, and over whom he chuckled in the 
retelling, were those who said, with kin- 
dling eyes and snapping jaws, “Ter get

the vipers, and to do that we've got to 
go to the place that brecds them. No 
little side issues for those boys, but just 
one steady drive for headquarters.

Sometimes 
I dream of a big courtroom and Wil- 
helm on trial before a sort of interna- 
tional court-martial. And then there is 
a lot of so'emn music and a tremendous 
funeral parade, with the old scoundrel 
hanging in the Siegesallec and about 
fifty of his Junkers along with him.

But—there was an 
armistice instead and eight months have 
passed and much of the hot indignation 
of an outraged world has cooled. There 
is still a stern determination to bring the 
chief offenders to book, but to many has 
come a feeling that it will be better to 
proceed with an eye to the future. To 
the extent that punishment satisfies a 
strict sense of justice, and brings home 
to tyrants, big and small, a realization 
that the world means to hold them per- 
sonally liable for their misdeeds, there 
can be no turning back; but the world 
is weary of unnecessary blood and strife. 
The call for vengeance is less strenuous 
than it was.

Recently I niet an Englishman who 
was prominent in propaganda for the 
Allies during the war. He was _pro- 
nouncedly in favor of continuing an 
armed guardianship of the German na- 
tion indefinitely, for, he maintained, “you 
can’t expect people with red blood in 
their veins to take the medicine we are 
giving them and not want revenge.

Under 
the circumstances it might be worth con- 
sidering whether we cannot gain our 
ends without driving the Germans to an 
irreeoncilable desire for vengeance. 
After. personal contact with all sorts 
of Germans in the trying period between 
the armistice and the presentation of 
the terms of peace, I am convinced that 
it would be a great mistake not to pro- 
ceed with at least some of the proposed 
trials. The wisdom of placing the 
Kaiser on trial may be doubtful. He 
has been discredited as a ruler with the 
’ majority of Germans in his own country, 
I believe, but whether we like it or not—

The old negro colonies, in Fifty- 
ninth Street and in Sixty-second-Sixty- 
sixth Streets, have a still bigger offshoot 
away up town, between 126th and 140th 
Streets, East, where there is a real negro 
city within a city. The war came to the 
negro as the message of a new era. He 
is awakening, as never before; whether 
for good or ill the next three years will 
show. 

Lendon still leads in population, but 
the difference is diminishing every year. 
Some statisticians, comparing Greater 
London with an imaginary area called 
metropolitan New York, assert that New 
York is now ahead. Metropolitan New 
York embraces all urban districts within 
ten miles of Greater New York. To 
make this comparison fair we would 
have to add the population for ten miles 
around Greater London to the British 
capital. Let us confine ourselves to the 
real areas of both placcs. 

Sixty years ago, what is now Greater 
London numbered 3,000,000 people; the 
area of Greater New York numbered 1,- 
000,000. The proportion was three to- 
one. In the forty years that followed 
Lendon doubled and New York trebled 
its population, making the proportion 
two to one. Fifteen years ago there 
were ten persons in New York for every 
seventeen in London. In 1911 there were 
eleven in New York to sixteen in London. 
Today there are four in New York to 
five in London. v 

I estimate that New York and London 
will tie in population in the year 1932, 
when each will have about 8,000,000 in- 
habitants; the twin wonder cities of the 
world. It is fair to assumie that New 
York will continue to grow ‘at her pres- 
ent rate. The growth of London will not

alone, he will sink into insignificance in 
five years. It is different with Luden- 
dorff, recognized as politician as well as 
soldier; with Mackensen, and with a host 
of others. Outside the Junker class 1 
doubt that there would be mourning for 
the Crown Prince. But even as to these 
less popular commanders, there is danger 
of creating a conviction that they have 
been made victims because they were de- 
voted to the “ Fatherland.” 

’ There is one way in which these trials 
could be conducted so that they would 
not have this effect upon the_German 
mind, and yet accomplish the object 
sought. Here we have a proposal to set 
up a court international in character and 
purpose. Why not make it really so? 


There are publicists of international rep- - 


utation and established probity in the 
the judges selected for this trial would 
at once take away the idea, which un- 
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be quite so fast as before the war, be- 
cause of the heavy losses of population 
there. The only thing that is likely to 
put any check on the growth of New 
York is the congestion now prevailing. 
More trade is seeking to come to New 
York than New York can take. Waiting 
‘ships cannot find dock room, and there 
is no spare warehouse accommodation 
for cargoes. _Houses are so scarce that 
landlords are in many cases raising rents 
50 per cent. as leases come to an end. If 
the present tenants grumble, there are 
plenty more waiting. Men search for 
weeks for offices downtown without find- 
ing what they want. The value of land 
has reached an almost incredible figure, 
and this figure has been reflected in 
rents. Land around Wall Street has sold 
at the rate of $20,000,000 an acre. 

So long as people are resolved to come 
in, they somehow make room for them- 
selves, and with readjustments New 
York can accommodate many more. The 
time is coming when hotels in the region 
of Times Square and Forty-second Street 
will be turned into office buildings, and 
when the real social centre of New York 
will start at the Plaza and Columbus 
Avenue and go upward. 

London has an advantage over New 
York as a shipping centre. It is a free 
port, where the goods of the world can 
be received to await their ultimate mar- 
ket. : : 
Take, for example, the case of a mer- 
chant who wishes to dispatch a shipload 


of goods to Buenos Aires. There must 
be an assembling point for these goods. 
If he tries to assemble them in New 
York, he at once comes up against the 
stringent requirements of the customs. 
Lendon encourages this trade. One ship 
from Kobe will bring silks, a ship from 
Cadiz wines, anether from Philadelphia 
shoes or cottons. These loads can wait 
in the London docks until the ship from 
Buenos Aires is ready, with a minimum 
of trouble. 

London as a free port has become the 
warehouse of the world. The merchants 
of Manhattan want New York to be the 
same. Great organizations are at work 
to imduce Congress to establish a free 
zone. A prominent advocate of the plan 
admitted gloomily to me not long ago 
that one of the main obstacles was the 
difficulty of convincing politicians that 
no attack en protection was intended. 
They would think that a free port was in 
some ways connected with free trade! 
Despite all drawbacks, New York is 
running a neck-and-neck race with Lon- 
don for shipping pre-eminence. Imme- 
diately before the war there was only a 
difference of 5 per cent. in the favor of 
London in the value of cargoes handled 
in the two ports, while the net regis- 
tered tonnage of shipping entering and 
leaving New York much exceeded Lon- 
don. The British capital, unlike New 
York, only handies a small proportion 
of British export trade, not more than 
about 12 per cent. 


New York or London? 









New York will soon have to share her 
world trade more and more with other

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. New Acquisitions at the Metropolitan Museum 
Art. at Home and Abroad 


——_@q————_ 


URING the last two years, while 
the war was raging, many works 
of art changed lands, and both 
publie and private collections in 

this country have been augmented by ac- 
quisitions of great interest and value. 
Often the minor things, from the sales- 
room point of view, have a livelier inter- 
est for the contemporary public than 
others whose importance depends in part 
upon their antiquity and the difficulty of 
getting hold of them. In Gallery 25 of the 
Metropolitan Museum is an exhibition of 
the drawings bought in London during 
the war and only recently received. Part 
of them came from the Pembroke collec- 
tion, which was sold in London in 1917. 
It was formed in the eighteenth century 
and was one of the famous collections, 
including drawings of the Italian school 
that have enlisted the attention of ex- 
perts by their masterly quality. There 
is also a fine sketch by Direr from the 
Poynter collection, with an ancient pedi- 
gree and much authority of style. 
These drawings have earned considera- 
tion which they cannot fail to receive, 
but the exhibition placed on the walls for 
the Summer months contains items of 
less celebrity, that nevertheless make an 
agreeable appeal to the casual visitor, 
and awaken associations that go back 
not quite beyond living memories, and 
_xeem therefore still quick not only with 
aesthetic but actual life. 2 
The drawing by Fantin-Latour, for 
example, in charcoal on paper, glazed 
and scumbled with oi] color and var- 
nished, worked up to a-fullness of reali- 
zation characteristic of Fantin’s serupu- 
lous preliminaries—it is a composition 
that holds in its competent grasp any 
number of suggestions thrilling to those 
at all familiar. with the history of nine- 
teenth century art. It is a study for the 
painting in the Luxembourg Museum, 
“ An Atelier at Batignolles,” and shows 


fully modulated nature, so adequately 
expressed by the manner he developed 
in painting. In both letters and painting 
he discloses also his bent toward the ren- 
dering of homage, the most beautiful 
and least appreciated trait in human na- 
ture. His portrait groups bringing to- 
gether the young soaring minds of his 
environment; his series of lithographs 
illustfating the works of musicians 
whose sovereign genius he felt was neg- 
lected and ignored in France, these speak 
of a characteristic that differentiated 
him spiritually from his companions as 
his patiently perfected technical method 
with its debt to the great painters of the 
past, and its independence of them, dif- 
ferentiated him artistically from all the 
other young painters of his time. The 
drawing in the present collection is a’- 
most exactly the same in composition a 
the painting at the Luxembourg. In the 
latter the man in the tall hat at the left 
of the group in the drawing is rep aced 
by a statuette of Minerva, but the other 
changes are slight, and show that the 
artist had arrived practically at his final 
arrangement, probably. proceeding . at 
once to the painting. 

The beautiful drawing by Albert Moore 
takes the mind back to the London of 
the sixties and seventies, with Whist’er 
and Moore both doing “ Harmonies” and 
“Variations,” with “japoneries” af- 
fecting the whole group of artists, with 
Whistler’s friends breakfasting from 
famous “ blue-and-white.” There is noth- 
ing of the Japanese, however, in this: 
large classie figure delicately veiled with 
mu'titudinous transparent draperies. It 
indicates clearly enough the Greek qual- 
ity in English women, a quality to which 
artists as diverse as Frederick Leighton 
and Frederick Walker, Whistler, and Sir 
Joshua Reynolds were sensitive. The 
large free gestures, the long limbs, the

the Elgin marbles are more harmonious 
with the type than the lines of modern 
costume. Léonce Bénédite wrote in the 
Gazette des Beaux Arts that Albert 
Moore was perhaps the first to develop 
that “elegant taste for antique things 
that blends so agreeably with the Eng- 
lish character,” but, of course, he was 
not. It was developed a century before, 
and in Moore’s own century there were 
many claimants for this particular 
Whistler’s chalk drawings on 
brown paper include.many Hellenic fig- 
ures in thin. clinging draperies that 
belong to the same family as this by 
Moore. Certain critics have found that 
Whistler carried on the inspiration first 
given by Moore and others ard see only 
the slightest trace of such a relation. 


e sensitive chalk draw- 
like each other while 
of their in- 


etchings it has been said that cach piece . 
was a deliberate, closely planned engrav- 
ing betraying the arduous labor with 
which it had been wrought. In the lovely 
drawing of “ The Courtyard: Blois,” with 
its faint accents of yellow and rose and: 
green, we discover no signs of labor. The 
seene blooms on the fragment of paper 
like a climbing rose on solid masonry. 
The wrought iron balcony of intricate 
and exquisite design, the steps, and 
windows, and little people—all are indi- - 
eated with gayety and ardor and not a 
trace of surplusage. It is worth a visit 
to the gallery to see the “Grim Cam- 
eron ” in this engaging mood. 

It is amusing, also, to turn from thix 
delicate and playful record of a charming 
P.ace to the incisive outline portraits by 
Edgar Degas, which have in them the 
elements of caricature, so acutely is the 
essential observed and so completely is it 
isolated without the modifying influence 
of even the smallest detail merging the 
individual with the crowd. They diffe: 
from caricature, however, in the heroic 
restraint with which idiosyncrasy has 
been held to its place and. not permitted 
to drop to the ridiculous or soar to the 
sublime. There hardly could be a figure 
more commonplace to the casual glance 
than this bearded Manet, his shoulders a 
little humped by his distorting labors, the 
features touched by a peasant heaviness 
that extended to his blunt dexteroux 
fingers; the clothing worn carelessly, 
with neither picturesqueress nor eic- 
gance to discriminate it. It is difficult te 
see where the intenxc individuality of the 
figure comes in, but it is there, unmis- 


 takabie and dominating, and the little 


sketch, thin of line and meagre of detail,

Of Moore, the French 
critic, Theodore Duret, writes: “More 
than any other painter in “England he 
followed the same standards as Whistler. 
Like him, he disdained the literary 
anecdotal or historic side of painting, 
and the merit of his works consisted 
above all in his color harmony and ar- 
rangements of line. He painted draped 
women, committed to no particular action 
and in attitudes ealculated simply to give 
full value to the folds of the stuffs and 


to beauties of contour. Without going to. 


the point of classic form his arrange- 
ments ¢xhaled a sort of reminiscence of 
the antique.” After all is said, however. 
a discerning observer confronicd with 
one of Whistler’s little Tanamia figure~ 
and one’of Mosre’s would -ec in them 
more of difference than resemblance. 
The drawing that best - represents 
Whistler in the collection is “ The Bead 
Stringers,” one of the small pastel studies 
of the picturesque life in Venice which 
went hand in hand with the Venetian 
etchings.

No greater contrast can ‘be imagined 
than the incisive line of Degas and the 
bland line of John Flaxman. § Flax- 
man illustrating Dante is one of the 
curiosities of art.

HATEVER may be one’s per- 
sonal attitude toward psychical 
phenomena as evidencing the 
continuance of human exist- 

ence after what we loosely call ‘*‘ death,”’ 
‘certainly the intellectual and educational 
standing of many of those who testify in 
the affirmative compels respectful consid- 
eration of their utterances. The day has 
gone by—if ever there was such a day— 

- When the skeptic could dismiss the alleged 
evidence of spiritualistic manifestations 
with offhand denial or an _ incredulous 
smile. In proof of which here are seven 
dignified volumes, written. severally by 
eminent college professors—including a 

~Jecturer on mechanical engineering—doc- 
tors of medicine, a theologian, distin- 
guished editors, and hard-headed asci- 
entists, all of whom offer what they con- 
sider. convincing demonstration that life 
does not cease with the passing of breath 
from the physical body. Of course, each 
reader will have to decide for himself as 
to the value and credibility of the testi- 
mony presented, but no one can deny that, 
individually and collectively, the writers of 
these books make so strong a case that, 
were the subject not of such overmaster- 
ing importance, disbelief would come little 
ghort of actual impertinence. 

As was to be expected, Dr. Hyslop, in 
bis new book, takes a most comprehensive 
view of the whole question of psychic 
existence, and, with commendable re- 
straint, prefers rather to offer testimony 
than to draw dogmatical conclusions. In 
his opening chapter he shows that be- 
lef in a soul, as separate from the body, 
has been common to the human race from 
the earliest recorded periods, . a» belief 
shared by separate peoples who never have 
been in contact with each other, with only 
differences in detail due to their environ- 
ment. He finds a resemblance to modern 
gséances in the appearance of Samuel’s 
ghost to the Witch of Endor, as related in 
thé Bible, in the visibility of a man’s kla, ° 
or soul, at his death to the wongman, or 
spirit doctor, in West Africa, that of 
ghosts to the shamans among the Finns, 
of Isaiah’s ‘‘ wizards that peep and mut- 
ter," and Shakespeare’s ghosts that 
gqueak and gibber. As evidence that there 
is a future life, the professor presents two- 
classes of facts: 

‘* (1) The uniform experience of the race 
from the earliest times which has given 
rise to its religions and belief in another 
life. (2) The recorded results of observa- 
tion and experiment by the various Socie- 
ties for Psychical Research. It is the lat- 
ter facts,’’ he says, ‘‘ which have given 
credibility to human experience and tradi- 
tion generally, after eliminating the influ- 
ence of the imagination and» superstition 
that had attached itsclf to the legends.” 
In discussing the nature of a future life he 
admits that, having treated the hypothesis 
of survival as ‘‘ scientifically proved,’’ we 
may yet have very inadequate evidence re- 


garding the conditions under which per- 
gonal consciousness, after bodily death, 


‘continues its existence. ‘‘ What we know 
of its bodily associations does not afford 

- ny clear indication of what it shall be 
g@part from them.” 

In quotations from Sir Oliver Lodge’s 
book, which tell of the experiences of Sir 
Oliver’s son in the other world, as revealed 
pt various séances, Professor Hys!op goes 
adceper into this most-interesting matter.

Commenting on this excerpt from Sir 
Oliver Lodge's book, Professor Hyslop ad- 
mits, by inference, the triviality of the 
material, but insists that ‘‘ a really scien- 
tific man will demand an explanation of 
the facts, whether he believes them or 
not." He continues: 


It is the quotation of statements 
about living in brick houses or having 
cigar manufactories in the spiritual 
world out of their context and without 
explanation of either their environment 
or the actual views of the author that 
creates all the trouble with the public, 
both with believers and with skepti 
neither of which class will take the 
trouble critically to read the facts. Let 
me take the first passage, about the 
brick house, and estimate it in the light 
of the hypothesis that the spiritual 
world may be a mental one and not to 
be measured by the conceptions of 
sense perception and their flavor of 

* physical reality. 

The prefessor proceeds to analyze the 
Passage, and shows that the statement 
about the brick houses and cigars is not 
only reasonable, but illuminating, when 
read in a fair, detached mood, with a real 
desire to understand the supernatural con- 
ditions of which they are a part. This, 
by the way, is the temper of mind in 
which one must approach Professor Hys- 
lop’s own book to enjoy the full value of 
what is indubitably a most important work. 

It is in a spirit of deep religious rever- 
ence that Sir W. Robertson Nicoll, in 
‘Reunion in Eternity,”’ considers the 
survival of the soul after bodily death. 
His main conclusions, as he states in his 
preface, are that ‘‘ faithful souls pass in 
dying to the immediate presence of Jesus 
Christ,’’ where they are ‘‘ cleansed, en- 
lightened, and perfected.’’ Also, ‘‘they are 
carried into the heart of their desire in 
immediate reunion with their beloved who 
have gone before,’’ where ‘‘ they wait in 
peace for the Second Advent, the Resur- 
rection, the Judgment.’’ Beautifully writ- 
ten and inspired with a Christian faith in 
the hereafter that takes little account of 
psychic evidences as generally understood, 
this book is essentially comforting in its 
calm certainty of a greater life following 
the turmoil of our present existence. 

Spiritualism, Psychic Research, Theos- 
ophy, Christian Science, and New Thought 
are discussed in Dr. Martin’s book on 
** Psychic Tendencies of Today.’’ Like 
Dr. Hyslop, he finds that many and varied 
psychic movements prevailed in ancient 
India, Egypt, Greece, Rome, and Pales- 
tine, and that all of them bore some re- 
semblance to those of our own day. While 
the reasoning of Dr. Martin is always 
cogent and thoughtful, and therefore de- 
serving of close consideration by all who 
read his book with an earnest desire to 
gain knowledge in a difficult field, there 
is no more significant passage in the en- 
tire work than this: 

In all probability coming generations 
will be disposed to attach great impor- 
tance-to the belief in a hereafter only 
as it shall be re-enforced by evidential 
means. Special significance therefore 
attaches to tareful examination of 
whatever purports to be proof of hu- 
man survival of death. True, nothing 
purporting to come from the dead has 
yet been accepted as genuine, except 
by a very small minority of the human 
race. But who will dare to say that 
nothing can come worthy to receive 
adoption by the majority of mankind? 
* * * There are many things about 
us of which we are ignorant, but be- 
cause they have not been discovered it 
will not.do to say they never can be. 
Becausé nothing generally satisfying 
has yet come from intercourse 
with deceased persons, we dare not say 
nothing ever will come. * * * Not

Dr. Crawford deplores the necessity of 
employing a human medium in our inter- 
course with the next state, but he thinks 
that this could be done away with by the 
invention of a purely instrumental medium, 
thereby removing one of the greatest 
stumbling-blocks to a general acceptance 
of the reality of the next life.

Essays in Lent 


Eight brief articles written by Hamilton

graceful presentations of thoughts appro- 
priate to-the Lenten season. (E: P. Dut-

It is an absorbing story, a wonderful. epic of the 
Mediterranean, drawn on a big canvas by one of the gréatest masters 
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HE appreciation of goods and serv- 
_ ices and the depreciation of, 
money are topics uppermost in al} 
_} circles where either the art or 
science of market operations is discussed. 
Professor Laughlin has treated them. as 
practical rather than theoretical 
Instead of discussing the principles of the 
rise and fall of prices—or perhaps better 
expressed as a means of discussing them— 
he has analyzed other periods like the pres- 
ent, when.there has been so much credit 
in circulation that gold has lost fts pur- 
chasing power to considerable extent, and 
there has been talk of inflation, and its 
results and causes. No nation is now 
using gold as currency, and there never 
‘was so much paper money issued, so that 
if the volume of currency ever raises prices 
ft should now do so. But Professor Laugh- 
lin doubts that inflation raises prices, and 
even doubts that prices now are inflated. 
He attaches more importance to the vol- 
ume of goods than to the volume of circu- 
lation; and asks what force impels a man 
with gold to give more than before for a 
commodity produced and sold freely in the 
epen market. Goods and services are ex- 
changed for goods and services, with 
money as a tool, merely to ease the ex- 
change. That is to say, the goods and 
services are related to each other, rather 
than to the money, and its volume has 
little to do with the price movement. In 
any case, it is necessary to examine both 
sides of the equation, and not the money 
side merely. Always some prices are rising 
and other prices falling, whatever the vol- 
ume of gold or money fn circulation. Thus 
he gives instances to show that the prices 
of forty-nine articles have moved in one 
direction, and the prices of fifty-one other 
articles in the opposite direction, during an 
tncreased supply of gold, and he asks what 
the argument is respecting the effect of the 
supply of gold-on price movement. He 
suggests that goods are practically 
“coined '’ by their relation to currency 
and credit whenever they are bought or 
sold, ‘and insists that the currency of the 
goods is more important than the volume 
of the currency. 

The discoveries of gold, and the devices 
of credit which supplement gold, are offset 
im their effect to raise prices by the indus- 
trial processes which increase the supply of 
goods, and thus lower prices. Moreover, 
the circulation of both goods and money 
has been increased by modern facilities, 
and the increased velocity of movement 
compensates for deficiency of gold money. 
It takes only half as long to ship gold be- 
tween New York and London as it did, and 
only one-third as long between Australia 
and London. The professor might have 
added that credit can be telegraphed while 
specie must be shipped, and that our Fed- 
eral Reserve system ‘‘clears’’ a billion dol- 
lars of business each week by mere book 
entries on telgraphed orders, without cir- 
culating anything. This business is done 
ever continental distances equal to the 
ecean spaces which separate continents, 
and there needs little imagination to sug- 
gest that international business will even- 
tually, if not soon, be “ cleared ’”’ like 
interstate business in the United States. 
Repeatedly the,professor emphasizes that 
price movements ‘reflect the movement of 
goods, and that the price movements and 
currency volumes are of inferior signifi- 
cance—results rather than causes. Pur- 
chasing power comes from goods more 
than from money; - 
goods does not raise prices, and therefore 
the volume of currency does not affect 
prices either, as is contended by those who 
hold the quantity theory of money. 

At a-time when there is so much paper 
money in use and when there is complaint 
that there is not enough gold cover for 
the paper, it is useful to cite his calcula- 
tion of the cost of the greenbacks as cur- 
rency. There are still those who think that 
it is economy to use printed money and 
dispense with gold. But only Bolsheviki 
venture to dispense with gold as cover for 
the paper. The cost to us of the gold 
cover for $346,681,016 greenbacks is the 

. bonds issued to get the gold, to a total of 
$357,815,400. We have redeemed $407,- 
000,000 of greenbacks, and they are still 
outstanding, having been reissued. If the 
greenbacks had been retired when we re- 
sumed specie payments by the issue of 4 
per cent. bonds, the annual interest charge 
would have been $1,765,376 less than. the 
interest on the bonds issued to provide 
cover for the “‘ cheap’ greenbacks. By 
a similar argument he concludes that Gov- 
ernméxt nvtes, a loan without interest, 
are always a costly means of providing 
currency.
